Nationwide Scheme 

The Red Cross Dance is a direct 
result ot plans put forward last tall 
by the University of British Coium 
bia. These plans call for a chain of 
dances, sponsored by Canadian uni 
vcrsities, across the continent. The 
scheme has been accepted by most, 
and the date definitely set as Jan 
uary 23. 

Last year, U.B.C. held a similar 
dance in order to raise funds for the 
Red Cross. This project realized 
$2,000.00, which is by far the great- 
est contribution ever made in this 
fashion by a Canadian university. 
Organixations Co-operate 

All campus dubs and institutions 
connected with the dance have vol- 
unteered to help, l^e McGill Union 
has granted use of the building for 
the occasion, and several clubs have 
agreed to assist in specialized capac 
ilics. 

The committee believes that this 
dance will have a wide appeal 
among McGill students. "It Is to be 
informal, and will be a "McGill" 
dance in the widest sense of the 
term. Further, students will be 
prompted by a spirit of rivalry, in 
striving to have their Alma Mater 
make the most worthy donation." 

All associations connected with 
McGill, .OS well as tlic university 
proper, will take part in the project. 
The Graduates' Society and the 
Graduate School have already in 
dicated that it will receive their 
wholehearted support.

McGill debated, last night, against 
the University of Montreal in the 
Plateau Auditorium. The subject of 
the discussion wis "Wartime Mar- 
riages"; McGill upheld them, and 
Montreal opposed. Alex Stalker and 
Albert Gadt>ols, who supported the 
subject for McGill, were successful. 

Alex Stalker opened the debate 
speaking in English. He averred 
that wartime marriages are bene- 
ficial to mortàlity and to nr.orale, 
and would occasion an increase in 
the birthrate. 

Marcel Baudoin of Montreal spoke 
next. Hb argument was based on 
his statement that happiness in war- 
time marriage Is short and that the 
inevitable result ot such unions 
must be disillusionment and misery. 

He was followed by Albert Gad- 
bois of McGill, who spoke in 
French. His chief argument was that 
d wife is bound to give courage to 
her soldier husband and to support 
him in his career since he would 
fight more bravely through having 
a home as well as his country and 
rights to defend. 

The second speaker for Montreal 
was Marcel Robitallle. Love must 
be tempered with reason, he stated, 
it marriage is to be really worth 
while. It is the first year of married 
life which is most important and 
continual fear of separation and 
even death can have no good ef 
feet 

Thereupon ensued an intermission 
of fifteen minutes, after which the 
speakers refuted each other in re- 
verie order and in the language op- 
posed to that in which they had 
first spoken. Later open questions 
were put to the debaters. 

The Judges were, Mayor Merrill, 
Senator . Beauregard, Senator • Hu' 
gessen and Judge Monette.

The expenses of 
the lalwratory for the first four 
years are being covered by a grant 
made by the Rockefeller Institute. 
This grant expires this year.

To Strathcona Hall Soon

Strathcona Hall will l>e occupied, 
within à week, by the students of 
the School for Teachers from Mac- 
donald College. This move has been 
made because the Teachers' Build- 
ing at the college has been requisi- 
tioned by the Canadian Government 
to house the Canadian Women's 
Army Corps. 

At the request of Principal James, 
the Advisory Board of the Student 
Christian Movement, the body 
which administered Strathcona 
HaU, consented to turn over the 
building to the University for the 
duration ot the war. The Hall will 



be remodelled to include classrooms, 
so that there may be a minimum of 
disturbance in the students' work 
in the course of the transit' 

The whole Teachers' School will 
be moved, and accommodation pro- 
vided in and around McGill for 
them. Such students as have homes 
in Montreal will reside there; of 
the remainder, the women will oc- 
cupy rooms in Strathcona Hall, and 
some half-dozen men are to be ac- 
commodated in the new S.C.M. 
headquarters on University Street

Maialbmld Physics 
Professor Is . 
Now at M.I.T. 

Dr. ^ James Stuart Foster, Mac- 

donald Professor of Physics at the 
University, has been elected to the 
council of the .American Physical 
Society. 

Professor Foster ' who has been 
granted leave of absence for war- 
time duties, had planned to build a 
cyclotron for the purpose of re- 
search in nuclear physics. Owing to 
the outbreak of the war, however, 
he turned his energies to war re- 
search which has led him to the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy in Boston, where he will re- 
main until June. 

His election to the council of the 
American Physical Society took 
place at a recent meeting of the 
Society at Princeton, and followed 
on an earlier decision to elect a 
Canadian research worker during 
the war period. • 

Dr. Foster is recognized as one of 
the foremost authorities on the sub- 
ject of nuclear physics and was 
elected some time ago to the Royal 
Society, in London. The atom-

Social Scientists 
In Particular 
Will Be Favoured 

Notification has been received by 
the Registrar ot this University that 
the Dominion Scholarships of the 

British Council, which have hereto- 
fore been open to both men and 
women, will Ik! awarded to women 
alone until the end of the war. 

Four scholarships of £300 each 
will give an opportunity to enter- 
prising women, suitably qualified, 
of studying war conditions in Brit- 
ain. Since the object of the awards 
is to allow for ihé development of 
experience in the generaj organi- 
zation of the British Nation under 
wartime conditioiu, and the appli- 
cation of the acquired knowledge 
here towards the development of « 
total effort For this purpose stu- 
dents of Social Health, Economics, 
Surgery, Social Service, and social 
affairs in general, would be most 
suitable.u^^; . 

Each^Canadian University will 
choose its own candidates, the 
names ot whom will be turned in 
to the National Conference of Can- 
adian Universities. This body will 
finally select the successful candi- 
dates. Information may be obtained 
from the Registrar's office on this 
subject. 



U. of T. Mede Ask Admission 
To Medical Forces as Tminees 



The Medical Society of the 
University of Toronto has pro- 
posed to government leaders 
that medical students in third 
and fourth year medicine should 
"be admitted to enlist at once, 
as trainees. In the medical units 
of the Navy, Army, or Air 
Force." A further proposal 
endorsed the completion of the 
students' medical courses at the 
expense of the government be- 
fore going into a branch of the 
'armed medical service. 

Hie proposal -was made by 
letter last Tuesday to Prime 
Minister Mackenzie-King, the 
Hon. J. L. Ralston, Defence 
Minister, and the Rt Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, Dominion Con- 
servative Leader. The society 
suggested, that students ' found 
phsrsioaUx unfit lor armed eer> ■ 



vice at the end of thejr; train- 
ing, should be placed In civilian 
medical service. 

An alternative proposal' sug- 
gested government loans to 
medical students for the dura- 
tion ' of the war. The society 
stated that the first proposal Is 
favoured, because It permits the 
students to take an active part 
in the war as soon as possible. 
Since the onset of the war, stu- 
dents liave been unable to earn 
sufficient money during tha 
summer to meet théir tuition 
fees, because summer holidays 
have been cut In half to meet 
the demand for doctors. This 
demand, it was estimated, will 
not be filled for 32 years, be- 
cause, while 900 doctors ' grad- 
uate each year, there is an an* 
nul loss ' through death of 3^ 
estabiithed juractitionersl 



Co-eds Take 
Â.R.P. Course 

Extinguishing of 
Bombs and Fires 
To Be Taught 

Final arrangements for the train- 
ing of the coeds in Air Raid Pre- 
caution were completed today. With 
the permission of Director R. E. 
Pare and under the direction of 
Lieut C. L. Bllckstead of the Mont- 
real Fire Department, 390 McGill 
girls will be given a course of lec- 
tures and demonstrations in rescue 
work and in dealing with incen- 
diary bombs and large fires. The 
course, will be the first of its kind 
to be given in Canada. 

The lectureis wnich will be given 
three times a week will start on 
Monday. A demonstration .will t>e 
given by Lieutenant Bllckstead o.n 
thefcampus after each lecture. At 
these'^demonstrations the girls will 
be given ample opportunity to put 
out incendiary bombs and will learn 
the technique of handling heavy 
hose in putting out large t>onfires. 

There will be 130 girls in each 
class. Real incendiary bombs and 
gasoline fires set in the campus or 
m open fields will be dealt wi'kh 
by each class after they have been 
given instructions on the methods 
of dealing* with the particular type 
of fire confronting them. 

Quite considerable time will be 
spent in dealing with problems of 
public health and Instruction will 
be given on gases and protection 
from them. ' 

Further arrangements . are now 
underway to evolve a full detailed 
plan of action in event of any emer 
gency. The men will also take part 
and general training may be effect 
ed.

The facilities turned over to the 
R.C.AJ. include two large labora- 
tories, together with smaller demon- 
stration rooms and offices. Previous 
to this, the Airmen had been using 
the older Physics laboratories, 
° Out of the 300 radio technicians 
at MoGill, 150 will sit for their final 
examinations sometime next week. 
Another group Is expected in their 
place as soon Vs this group.leaves. 

Dr. Keys, assisted by a staff of 
42 lecturers and demonstrators, Is^n 
charge of the instruction of the 
radio technicians. In addition to 
this teaching, he is carrying on with 
his regular university work and on 
behalf of the Wartime Bureau of 
Technical Personnel is also conduct- 
ing a registration, oi persons who 
have hjsd training in reswcli 
methods. 

The radiolocators* course' covers 
selected practical parts. of a full 
university course in radio' engineer- 
ing. It also includes those' lelements 
of theory which are now necessary 
for a- specialized technician In this 
field. 



Dr. Sclwyn G. Blaylock, a 
graduate of McGill University, 
and President of the Consoli- 
dated Mining and Smelting 
Company of Canada Limited, 
has been elected a member of

Handling the Japanese population 
scattered all over the Union is con- 
stituting a big Usk for the United 
States which is accomplishing It 
well, according to Professor La- 
Violette of the Sociology Depart- 
ment, who has Just returned from 
the meeting of llie American So- 
ciological Association in New York. 

Dr. LaViolelle found that the 
many thousands of American-bom 
Japanese in the United States are 
desirous of promoting the interests 
of the States. 

"American-born Japanese have 
been discriminated against in Jap- 
an," Professor LaViolette stated. 
"They know that if Japan ever 
dominated the Pacific, as is its in- 
tention, this discrimination might 
well be extended to Japanese who 
are now quite content to remain 
outside the Jurisdiction of the Land 
of the Rising Sun." 

He pointed out that the United 
Stales army contained 2500 to 3000 
Japanese when the Americans en- 
tered the war. One of these Japan- 
ese held the rank of major In the 
artillery. 



Dean Meakins of 
Medicine Appointed 
Acting-Principal 

Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal 
and Vice-CIiancellor of the uni- 
versity, will shortly leave Can- 
ada for the British Isles in his 
capacity of Chairman of the 
Committee on Reconstruction, it 
has been disclosed. Dean J. C. 
Meakins of the Faculty of Med- 
icine has been appointed to the , -.. 
post of Acting-Principal during 
the absence of Dr. James. 

The Principal's visit to Eng- 
land will last for about three 
weeks, ib is expected. No spacifio 
date of departure has been' an- 
nounced, and, following the cus- 
tomary Canadian war-time pol- 
icy, the mode of transportation 
remains a military secret. 

Because of the fact that the de- 
parture will necessarily be abrupt, 
the university has completed full, 
plans for the inter-regnum. Dr. ' 
Meakins is prepared to step in upon 
immediate, notice. 

Contact British Leaders 
The exact purpose of the Princi- 
pal's overseas visit will be to con- 
tact responsible British parties who 
are now engagedJn formiilating the 
post-war plans of that counUy. It, 
is expected that ideas will be ex- 
changed and some common policlea 
evolved. 

The Reconstruction Committee of . 
which Dr. James-is Chairman is an^ 
advisory committee to the cabinet. 
It is designed to aid the government > .,■.

Music Reviews 



MACMILLAK AND DAN8EREAU 
With Les concerts Symphonlques: 
Two of Canada's finest musicians, Sir Ernest 
Macmillan and Jean Daniereau, both old 
friends of Montreal audiences, were guests of 
Les Concerts Symphonlques 'at Tuesday night's 
concert at Plateau Hall. Both were received 
enthusiastically by a large audience that filled 
the Hall. 

Mr. Dansercau was heard in Schumann's A 
Minor Piano ^Concerto. Schumann wrote many 
times that one of his aims was to make miuie 
happier; certainly this aim is realized in the 
Concerto, abounding in genial happiness. While 
Schumann, who painted the last strokes to 
nineteenth - cèntury romanticism, was more 
successful in his shorter works, his great mas- 
tery of pianoforte composition has established 
the Concerto among the greatest of works for 
the instrument The first movement was writ- 
ten in 1841 as a Fantasia and was later incor- 
porated into the Concerto. In place of the 
Adagio, Schumann wrote an Intermezzo which 
forms a splendid contrast in its graceful setting 
to the first movement with its Andante. The 
motive ot the "allegro molto," with which the 
first movement ends, takes us to the finale 
which is treated in the old rondo style. Mr. 
Dansereau's performance showed fine clarity 
and control, although one is accustomed to a 
more lyrical approach. The rippling embellish- 
ments In the solo instrument, of which Schu- 
mann was so fond, accompanying themes in 
the orchestra came out most satlsfyingly. 

The orchestra's principal contribution to the 
program was the Second Symphony of Si- 
belius, in which the musicians led by Sir Ern- 
est did some good work. The symphony, like 
everything of Sibelius, is written in a highly 
personal ifliom, and there are many points of 
interest— the aphorisms accompanying the first 
theme, the simplicity of the harmonic structure 
and the attenuated orchestration. It is per 
haps significant that in the past few years Si- 
belius has been played progressively less fre- 
quently. It may be that the feeling of this 
reviewer that Sibelius cannot stand too fre 
quent hearings Is becoming more generally 
shared. The extreme national character of the 
music, the evanescent quality of much of it, 
and the monotony of the orchestration with its 
small groupings and solo passages lire traits 
which contribute 19 this view. 

The concert began with a spirited perform' 
ancc of the Overture to Borodine's "Prince 
Igor" and included thé Overture to Rossini's 
"Barber of Seville," graceful and bubbling, 
which brought forward the best playing ot the 
evening. 

The next concert of Les Concerts Sym- 
phonlques will take place on the 27th of Janu< 
ary, when Desire Defauw will return. to the 
podium and the soloist wiU be the Canadian 
violinist, Arthur. LebMnc.

Parliament 
On Parade

Ottawa, Janudary 15.— (CUP)— Around a 
massive circular table in the east block offices 
of the parliament buildings important new 
decisions apparcnUy are in the making on the 
issue of conscription for overseas service— and 
indicaUons are Uie status of university students 
will not be affected. 

The measures that have béen or will be for- 
mulated naturally are closely-guarded secrets 
known only to the men directing govèmment 
policy, and they are pledged to secrecy. What 
provisions will be made for univorsity students 
under new manpower legislation therefore >is 
a hazardous guess, but the feeling ' ini well- 
informed quarters seems to be that present ar- 
rangements between universities and the De- 
partment of National Defence are working sat- 
isfactorily. 

"The present arrangement is In the Interest 
ot the nation and it does not seem likely the 
administration proposes to change it," one ' in- 
formant said. 

From the known facts relating to the man- 
power problem as a whole, one likely surmise 
can be drawn — that some far-reaching an- 
nouncement may be expected shortly, probably 
when Canada's 19th Parliament since Confed- 
eration opens its third session January 32. 

If ho dedaraUon is forthcoming, political 
strategists predict the green chamber of the 
House ot Commons will become a battleground 
for heated discussion on extension of compul- 
sory service laws. 

The forthcoming session may indeed' be one 
of the most iniportant political assemblies of 
the war. 

Spuned by growing çreesure irom political 



and private groups for unlimited conscription, 
the manpower question has been under inten- 
sive study by the administration. Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, new national leader of the 
Conservative party, has declared himself un- 
equivocally in support of unlimited conscrip- 
tion. 

And some of Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King's own followers— including at least thrte 
members of his party in the House of Com- 
mons—have placed themselves on record in 
favor ot conscription for service outside 
Canada. 

Responsible cabinet members have signified 
the administration plans some form of selective 

service. Tho crucial question seems to be 
whether this will Involve extension' of compul- 
ser/ service. provisions inhérîént In the National 
Resources Mobilization Act to include service 
on foreign batUcfronts, or yhcther it will call 
merely for a more comprehensive program of 
service in Canada, . including the drafting of 
men for Industry and farm labor.

"We will mobilize manpower for the greater 
production of munitions and food so as to be 
ah asset to our friends and allies. We will 
organize our women to work in the arsenals, 
the shops and the factories . . ." Hon. Charles 
Gavin Power, Minister of National Defence for 
Air, in a speech at Montreal Diecember 13. 

"Before 12 months have passed the whole 
manpower of Canada will be organized . . ." 
Hon. James G. Gardiner, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, at Arthur, OnL, December 2.

MaJ.-Gcn. Léo Richer LaFlcche, Canada's

Ski Patrol 
Club Formed 

McGill Outing Club 
Members Eligible for 
New Organization 



One of the new developments 
to come out during the past 
year has been in connection 
with the formation of a nation- 
wide Ski Patrol System which 
is destined to play a major role 
in the annals of Canadian ski- 
ing. 

This organization which has 
been long awaited was formed

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Board of Reference of C.I.A.U. 
Clarify College Athletic Situation 



At the close of last term there 
was a general agitation among the 
students at McGill, Toronto, Queens, 
and Western for a definite clarifica- 
tion of the existing C.I.A.U. ruling, 
whereby Intercollegiate sports be- 
tween these colleges were discon- 
tinued for the duration of the war. 
With this view in mind the Board 
of Reference met in Toronto on 
Jan. 3 and set forth a six point pro- 
gram in regard to college athletics 
to be followed for the, duration. 

COLLEGES ENTER LEAGUES 

In effect the agreement allows the 
colleges concerned to play home 
games with any other teams and 
also to enter local leagues. Thus, 
athletics at McGill may be widened 
in scope since outside teams may be 
brought in to play home games and 
McGill will be allowed to enter any 
Montreal leagues in the future. Ac- 
cording to the interpretation which 
McGill put on the previous ruling 
neither of these types of games 
were allowed. 

STATEAIENT CLARIFIES POINT 

Al the close of the meeting Prin- 
cipal H. J. Cody of Toronto Univer- 
sity Issued the following statement 
as chairman of the conference be- 
tween the four universities, which 
the Daily publishes in full in order 
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that there may be no misunder- 
standing of the decision arrived at; 

"After the outb:^nk of the War 
the Conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities had several meetings with the 
military authorities in Ottawa to 
learn what the Government wished 
undergraduates to do in relation to 
our war effort. The result of these 
consultations was that under the 
conditions then existing, which 
might however be radically 
changed by developments in the 
war situation, students were urged 
to complete their courses as thor- 
oughly and as speedily as possible 
before enlisting for active service; 
those enrolled in medicine, dentis- 
try, engineering and science were 
specially urged to finish their pro 
fcssional training. The well-trained 
man, it was believed, would be of 
more value to the great cause, whe 
ther he served in industry or In one 
of the several branches of the Ac 
live Service Forces. But undergrad- 
uates, who were British subject; 
and physically fit had to Join the 
Officers' Training Corps or a Train- 
ing Centre Battalion at the Univer- 
sity, and al the close of the term 
had to go to camp for a prescribed 
period. It was thus wisely made pos- 
sible by the Government for stu-

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dents to carry on simultaneously 
both their academic and their mili- 
tary training. Though some further 
modifications have been made, this 
is substantially the practice now in 
operation. Members o( the Univer 
sillcs from the staff, the graduates 
and the undergraduates have al 
ready enlisted in the Active Service 
Forces ^n^Iarge5 numbers, '^and have 
seen serviee'Vn^ nrèl''death'and Im 
prisonment, more particularly while 
serving in the Navy and the Air. 

The time i>pent in drill and mili- 
tary lectures necessarily made in 
roads on the time formerly spent in 
recreation. It was therefore agreed 
upon by the Unlversitlea Confer 
ence, at first to discontinue all inter- 
collegiate competitions for the dura 
tion of the War, and later to leave 
this matter to be decided by the 
Universities in broad districts of 
Canada such as the Maritimes, the 
Central Provinces, the Prairie PrO' 
vinces and the Far West, according 
to the conditions peculiar to those 
districts. The general aim, in ac- 
cordance with which decisions 
would tie made, was the avoidance 
of expense in travelling and of in- 
terference with the paramount 
needs of military training. It was 
realized that athietict play a great 
part in keeping men in good physi- 
cal condition and in preparing 
Canadian youth for a maximum war 
effort. Regulation, not suppreuion, 
was the keynote- of the University 
action. 

A meeting was therefore held on 
June 18th, 1941, at Kingston, for the 
consideration of the policy to be 
adopted by the four senior members 
of the Canadian Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Union in regard to athletic ac- 
tivities for the season 1B41-42; and 
a further meeting-was held in Tor- 
onto on January 3rd, 1D42, to clarl> 
fy some uncertainties that had 
arisen in regard to the application 
of the general principles to parti- 
cular cases. At this latter meeting 
there were present representatives 
from the Universities of MpGiU, 
Queen's, Toronto and Western (in 
eluding the Heads of three of them) 
and their representatives on the 
Board of -Reference :ot ^th* C.I.A.U. 

The following proeraures were 
unanimously agreed upon:— 

1. No intercollegiate competition 
between the Senior, Intermediate
